— Wln-n Motor Cop won 
the opening rave at Belmont Park yesD rday it was the 
equivalent to transferring $l,."iOO of E. It. Bradley’s 
money to Hal I’riee Headley’s jKieket. Iu a smoking 
ear one day last fall after Headley had sold Motor 
Cop, Tracksend and War Muehiiie (then uuuuiued 
yearlings by his gissl sire 1,'nele) to A. K. Macoui- 
Iter, a number of turfmen were engaged in discuss- 
ing horses, when John W. Schorr remarked tiivoii the 
speed of the colt now known as Nib. Bradley ven- 
tured that he would wager that that colt xvoiild 
not win a race in 1917. Schorr thought a while 
and declined the bet. Headley then proiK>s<_‘d that 
he would wager $100 on each of tliree yearlings 
he had bred and sold, to win in 1917. Bradley 
quickly took him up and Headley named tlie three. 

Then the wager was increased to $500 each. War 
Machine and Tracksend had won prior to today, 
and the latter stanqied himself as a star by winning 
the Keene Memorial. Headley has yeirxlings from 
the dams of War Machine and Tracksend and wean- 
lings from the dams of all three of these two-yeur- 
ulds.
